CHAPTER XXI.
CITY COUNCIL OF MT. PLEASANT.
H. F. 178, AN ACT to Legalize the Acts of the Council of the City of Mt.
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Pleasant in Relation to the Levy of Taxes and certifying them to
the County Auditor.

Section 1. DBe it enacted by the Gencral Assembly of the
State of Iowa, That the levy of taxes by the city council of the
city of Mt. Pleasant made for the year 1873, and the certifying
them to the county auditor, be and the same are hercby legalized
and made valid and binding in every respect, the same as if all
the provisions of the statute, in such cases made and provided,
had been fully complied with.

Sec. 2. This act being deemed by the general assembly of
immediate importance shall take effect and be in force from and
after its publication in The State Register, a newspaper published
in the city of Des Moines, Iowa, and the Mt. Pleasant Journal, a
newspaper published in Mt. I’leasant, Iowa, without expense to
the State.
